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INVADERS HAMMER 
RUSSO-RUMANIANS 


FROM THO ANGLES 


Von Mackensen’s Forces 

‘Make Notable Gains in 
Wallachia While the Bul- 
garians Attack From East 
Bank of Danube. 


NET IS RAPIDLY CLOSING 
AROUND CITY OF BRAILA 


Braila Is Rumania’s Great 
Oil and Grain Center on the 
Danube--No Important En- 
gagements Reported on 
Other Fronts. 


New York, December 27.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—The net of the Teutonic 
allies apparently is fast closing in 
upon Braila, Rumania’s oil and grain 
center on the lower Danube. Having 
taken Milipechti, thirty miles to the 
southwest, Field Marshal von Macken- 
sen’s troops have now captured the 
railroad town of Rimnik Sarat, rela- 
tively the same distance to the east, 
while the guns of the Dobrudja army 
are still hammering, and with some 
success, the Russo-Rumanians at the 
bridgehead of Matchin, on the east 
bank of the Danubé opposite Braila. 

Prior to the fall of Rimnik Sarat 
the Teutonic allies defeated the Rus- 
sians on a front of ten and a half 
miles southwest of the towh, while the 
Teutonic Danube army captured sev- 
eral fortified villages, according to the 
Berlin war office. Petrograd admits 
that the Russians and Rumanians have 
been forced to fall back north of 
Megura, but says elsewhere the in- 
vaders were defeated with heavy cas- 
ualties. 

Since December says Berlin, more 
than 8,900 prisoners and 27 machine 
guns have been captured in Rumania. 


ARTILLERY DUELS 
ON FRENCH FRONT. 


Artillery duels, sapping operations 
and attacks by small patrol parties 
featured Wednesday’s fighting on the 
front in France. 

There have been sporadic battles at 
several points along the line in Russia 
and Galicia from Volhynia to the Car- 
pathians, but no important results have 
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_~begn attained ‘by either side. 


The usual Dombardment is in prog- 
ress in the Austro-Italian theater. In 
Macedonia comparative quiet prevails. 

The demobilization of the Greek 
army in accordance with Greece’s 
promises to the entente allies is being 
carried out, according to information 
received at the British foreign office. 

The Russian emperor in an order of 
the day to the Russian army dealing 
with Germany’s proffer of peace as- 
serts that the proffer was made be- 
cause Germany feels that her complete 
defeat is near. The emperor added 
that the time for peace had not yet 
arrived and he was nfident that no 
Russian soldier would desire peace un- 
til the invader had been driven from 
Russian soil and had given guaran- 
tees to prevent a possible repetition of 
@ treacherous attack. 


VICTORY CLAIMED 
FOR THE TEUTONS 
IN WALLACHIA 


Berlin, December 27.—(Via Sayville.) 
The five-day battle that has been in 
progress in eastern Wallachia has re- 
‘sulted in the piercing of the Russian 
lines at several points, army head- 
quarters announced today. The Rus- 
sians were definitely defeated on a 
front of 17 kilometers southwest of 
Rimnik-Sarat. Several fortified  vil- 
lages have been captured by the Teu- 
tonic Danube army, and the Russians 
have been forced to retreat to pre- 
pared positions farther north. 

A total of 7,600 prisoners and 27 
machine guns have been captured 
since December 22 by the Ninth army 
and more than 1,300 prisoners. by the 
Danube army. 

Progress is being made in the at- 
tack against the Matchin bridgehead, 
in the northwestern corner of Dobrud- 
ja province. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Front of Archduke Joseph: In ad- 
dition to lively activity on the part of 
patrols which frequently ended in en- 
counters with the enemy resulting fa- 
vorably to use and temporarily lively 
artillery fire along the heights on the 
east bank of the Golden’ Bystritza, 
there was little fighting activity. in 
the Oituz valley there have been artil-

ToBe Rome’sGuest 
At Dinner Tonight 


“Home-Coming” Banquet. 
Will Have No Political 
Significance, Declares the 
Brother of First Wife of 
President Wilson. 


En route to Rome, his birthplace, 
where he is to be the guest of honor at 
a “home-coming,” good-fellowship ban- 
quet to be given by the Rome Chamber 
of Commerce tonight, Dr. Stockton Ax- 
son, brother of President Woodrow 
Wilson’s first wife, spent last night 
in Atlanta, the guest of Albert Howell, 
Jr., a former classmate and roommate 
while the two were students at the 
University of Georgia, at Athens, in 
1887-9. 

Dr. Axson since four years ago has 
been professor of English at Rice in- 
stitute, at Houston, Texas, and that 
city, where he will resume his colle- 
giate duties, is his ultimate destination 


upon this trip through the south. From 
Rome he will return to Atlanta proba- 
bly Saturday, and will spend a day in 
shooting quail with Mr. Howell upon 
the latter’s farm near here, and early 
next week he will resume his journey 
to Houston. 

Christmas was spent by Dr. Axson 
at the white house in Washington with 
the president, he having spent his holi- 
day vacation in the capital. 

No Significance to Visit. 

“There is no particular significance 
to my Visit to Rome at this time,” said 
“Recently a group of 
representatives of Rome visited Wash- 
ington to confer with government of- 
ficials. Being former fellow towns- 
men, naturally those men and my- 
self came into contact in Wash- 
ington. They left, afid the next thing 
I knew I was invited by the Rome 
Chamber of Commerce to be the guest 
of honor at the banquet to be given 
tomorrow night, and, of course, to de- 
liver an address. 

“I understand that it is to be sort of 
a ‘home-coming’ informal affair, and 
is to have no political nor other signifi- 
cance. Certainly my address will not 
have. Naturally I have a very senti- 
mental regard for and most tender 
memories of Rome, where I was born 
and spent my boyhood, and where my 
sister and other kinfolk lie. I suppose 
that what I shall say, which in keep- 
ing with the proprieties and appro- 
priateness, must be extemporaneous— 
will have to do largely with reminis- 
cence and the ties that bind my mem- 
ories and my heart to the little Geor- 
gia city.” 

Subsequent to his leaving Rome as 
a boy, Dr. Axson lived for some time 
in Savannah. He was graduated from 
the University of Georgia, and in time 
became professor of English at Prince- 
ton university, serving in that capacity 
under Woodrow Wilson’s administra- 
tion as president of the institution. 
Now he holds the chair of English at 
Rice institute, and is professor of Eng- 
lish of the University of California 
Summer school 

Enjoys National Reputation. 

For a number of years Dr. Axson has 
enjoyed a national reputation as a 
platform lecturer. He lectures annual- 
ly from coast.to coast, nominally upon 
the subject of English literature, but 
taking advantage of the opportunity 
for discussion of a variety of specific 
subjects dealing with the physical and 
intellectual man. 

He spent a great portion of the re- 
cent presidential campaign period on 
the platform with Vance McCormick 
and Secretary of the Treasury Mec- 
Adoo, espousing the cause of President 
Wilson’s candidacy for _ re-election, 
winding up his speaking tour in New 
Hampshire, which, as a New England 
state, surprised the country by shift- 
ing to the democratic column. He is 
recognized as one of the most forceful 
public speakers of the nation. 

H. G. ‘Hastings, president of the 
Southeastern [Fair association, and soon 
to become president of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce, has accepted an 
invitation to represent Atlanta at the 
Rome banquet, and he, too, will deliver 
an address there.

COLUMBIA GETS 
FARM LOAN BANK 


‘For Georgia District--Louis- 
ville and New Orleans Also 
Get Banks— Country Di- 
vided Into 12 Districts. 


Washington, December 27.—Twelve 
cities in which are to be located the 
federal farm loan banks were announc- 
ed today by the farm loan board, and 
it is expected that within sixty days 
the new system will be in operation, 
ready to make the loans for which ap- 
plications already are pouring in from 
every section of the country. 

The banks will be set up in Spring- 
field, Mass.; Baltimore, Md.; Columbia, 
S. C.; New Orleans, La.; Houston, Tex-~ 
as; St. Louis, Mo.; Louisville, Ky.; St 
Paul, Minn.; Omaha, Neb.; Wichita, 
Kan.; Spokane, Wash., and Berkeley, 
California. 

Stock subscription books of the 
banks will be opened within the next 
ten days, probably about January 2, to 
remain open for thirty days. It is ex- 
pected, however, that the government 
will have to supply most of the $9,- 
000,000 capital, under that section of 
the law which empowers the secretary 
of the treasury to make up the unsub- 
scribed stock. 

Directors to Be Named. 

Temporary directors, five to each 
bank, will be named, probably within 
the next three weeks, by the board. 
As soon as the banks have been or- 
ganized and borrowers have subscribed 
to $200,000 of the stock of each bank, 
the temporary directors will surrender 
their authority to boards of nine di- 
rectors each, six of whom will be 
named by the farmer borrowers and 
three by the farm loan board. The 
permanent directors will serve three 
years and receive per diem compensa- 
tion, as in the case of federal reserve 
bank directors. 

Each borrower must’ subscribe to 
stock in the bank from which he bor- 
rows to the extent of 5 per cent of his 
loan and the original subscribers to the 
capital stock are required to surrender 
their holdings as they may be needed 
to meet this situation. 

In designating locations for the banks 
the board was guided chiefly by the 
needs of rural sections. This has re- 
sulted in placing only two of the twelve 
banks in New England and middle At- 
lantic states, the chief centers of pop- 
ulation. Three go to the south, five to 
the farming states of the middle west 
and two to the Pacific coast. 

Twelve Farm Loan Districts. 

The twelve districts into which the 

country is divided are as follows: 


District No. 1, Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New York and New 
Jersey. 

District No. 2, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, Virginia, West Vir- 
gZinia and the District of Columbia 

District No. 3, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia and Florida. 

District No. 4 Ohio, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee. 

District No. 5, Alabama, Mississippi 
and Louisiana. 


Arkansas, 


District No. 7, Michigan, Wisconsih, 
Minnesota and North Dakota. 


District No. 8, Iowa, Nebraska, South 
Dakota and Wyoming. 

District No. 9, Oklahoma, Kansas, 
Colorado and New Mexico. 

District No. 10, Texas. 

District No. 11, California, 
Utah and Arizona. 


District No. 12, Washington, Oregon, 
Montana and Idaho. 

“In determining the federal land 
bank districts and in designating the 
cities within such districts where fed- 
eral land banks shall be located,” the 
official announcement says, “the fed- 
eral farm loan board has given care- 
ful consideration to the farm loan 
needs of the country. The board held 
public hearings in nearly every state 
in the union, and in this manner col- 
lected information of great value in 
determining its decision. 

“Every reasonable opportunity has 
been afforded applicant cities to fur- 
nish evidence to support their claim 
as locations of federal land banks. 
More than 75 cities applied to be desig- 
nated as the headquarters of a bank 
and were heard through representative 
committees and individuals.” 

. Farm Loan Bonds. 

Almost the first work of the banks, 
after approving and issuing loans, will 
be the issuance of farm loan bonds, a 
new form of security in this country. 
The bonds will be issued in denomina- 
tions aS small as $25, it is expected, 
and will bear interest at a rate one 
per cent less than the interest rate 
charged farmers on their loans. 

What this interest rate will be has 
not definitely been determined. It is 
limited by law to a maximum of 6 per 
cent. The expectation is that it will 
not exceed 5% per cent at first and 
subsequently may be lowered. 

Loans on farming land are limited 
by the law to 50 per cent of the value 
of the land, and may be payable tn 
from five to forty years. As fast as 
loans are made, bonds will be issued 
to cover them, so that at no time, un- 
der the present plan, will a bank’s en- 
tire capital be tied up in loans to the 
detriment of other applicants. One of 
the chief tasks now confronting the 
board is to find experieneed employees 
for the new banks. More than 6,000 
applications for positions have been re- 
ceived. The appointments will be ex- 
empt from civil service, but the board 
intends to assemble a corps of men ex- 
perienced in banking. 

The head of each bank will be desig- 
nated as the registrar. They probably 
will be only residents of the districts 
involved and preferably attorneys. 

Hew Banks Will Be Organized. 

The banks will be organized tempo- 
rarily by the appointment, by the board, 
of five directors for each bank, who 
shall be residents of the district in 
which the bank is located. The direc- 
tors willselect from amongtheir num- 
ber the bank's officers. The capital 
stock of each bank will be open to 
public subscription for thirty days, If 
not entirely subscribed in that time the 
government is authorized to take the 
unsubscribed amount. 

Through a proceéss\of having borrow- 
ers subscribe in small amounts to the 
capital stock it is expected that the 
banks soon will be virtually co-opera- 
tive institutions. The permanent or- 
ganization of the banks provides for 
nine drectors, six to be selected by as- 
sociations of farmer borrowers, the 
other three being appointed by the fed- 
eral board. The terms of these direc- 
tors will be three years and they will 
eg officers from amon, their num- 
er.

One of the Many Mistakes 


tion Returns Comes to 
Lig ht—Statehouse Offi- 
cials Are Helpless to Cor- 
rect Errors. 


J. M. Wilder wanted to be elected 
coroner of Charlton county, but he 
finds himself elected surveyor. On the 
other hand, H. P. Wilds wanted to be 
elected surveyor, but finds himself 
elected coroner. 

These are but two of a tremendous 
number of mistakes that have been 
made in the recent elections of county 
officials and of justices of the peace, 
which mistakes are rapidly coming to 
light as commissions are mailed out 
and returned with the mistakes shown. 

Mr. Wilder was in reality elected 
coroner of Charlton county, 
Wilds was elected surveyor at the polls, 
but the election managers got their 
names exchanged in reporting in their 
sworn statement to the secretary of 
state, and acting upon the informa- 
tion before him Secretary Phil Cook 
certified the reverse election of these 
two officials to the governor and com- 
missions were sent to them. Upon 
complaint to his office, Secretary Cook 
has ruled that he cannot change the 
sworn statement of the election man- 
agers and suggests that the managers 
send in another report correcting this 
error. 

Much trouble has been encountered 
in the justices of the peace elections. 
It is estimated that fully 15 per cent 
of the commissions sent out to the 
elected justices of the peace are wrong, 
due to no fault of the statehouse of- 
ficials in making out the commissions, 
but because names contained in reports 
made to the secretary of state were 
illegible or spelled wrong. Another 
source of trouble is found in reports 
sent in giving the name of the man 
elected, but failing to give the militia 
district over whish he is to have juris- 
diction. In such cases no commission 
can be issued until the district is 
designated. 


METHODIST LEADERS

Joint Commission Meets in Bal- 
timore--Bishop Candler Heads 
Southern Delegation. 


Baltimore, December 27.—Southern 
Methodist members of the joint com- 
mission on union with the Methodists 
Episcopal church met here today for 
organization. Bishop Warren A. Can- 
dler, of Atlanta, was selected as chair- 
man, succeeding the late Bishop A. W. 
Wilson,” of Baltimore. r, : 

The joint commission will begin its 
deliberations here tomorrow in an ef- 
fort to agree upon a definite basis of 
corporate union of the two bodies, rep- 
resenting more than 6,300,000 members. 
On the commission are ten bishops, 
twenty leading ministers and twenty 
leading laymen, from all sections of the 
United States, 

The meeting of the commission is 
regarded as ranking almost with the 
Baltimore Christmas conference of 1784, 
at which American Methodism was 
born. 

If the commission agrees ‘upon a 
plan of union it will be submitted to 
the twq general conferences, then to 
all the @mnual conferences, and finally 
to the thousands of individual congre- 
gations. 


BRYAN STOPS OVER 
IN ATLANTA ON WAY 
TO LECTURE DATE 


William Jennings Bryan was in At- 
lanta for a little while yesterday morn- 
ing. He did not come uptown, how- 
ever—in fact, he got no farther from 
his private car than the lunch counter 
in the Terminal station, where, with 
S. Russell Bridges, president of the 
Alkahest Lyceum system, ,he sat up 
to the counter in the truly “commoner’” 
way and partook of breakfast. Al- 
together, he was delayed in Atlanta for 
about an hour.: 

Mr.- Bryan was on his way from 
Donaldsonville, Ga., where he lectured 
Tuesday night, to Somerset and Lex- 
ington, Ky., where he was billed to 
lecture at the former place last night 
and at the latter today. Prior to his 
lecture at Donaldsonville, he spoke 
Tuesday, at Bainbridge and Blakely. 

He is due to return to his winter 
home at Miami, Fla., where Mrs. Bryan 
and the rest of the family are, immedi- 
ately his engagements in Kentucky are 
fulfilled.

TO UNITED STATES 


Luis Cabrera Will Present 
Communication to Lane 
Today—Nature of the Re- 
ply Not Known. 


Washington, December 27.—Carran- 
za’s attitude toward the Atlantic City 
protocol, which will determine whether 
negotiations between the United States 


-and the Mexican de facto government 


are to be continued through the ex- 
isting joint commission, will be out- 
lined to Secretary Lane here tomorrow 
by Luis Cabrera, one of the Mexican 
commissioners. No definite informa- 
tion to indicate what that attitude is 
had reached officials tonight. 
Secretary Lane, who is chairman of 
the commission, was notified early to- 
night that a special messenger bearing 
a communication from the Mexican 


and Mr. | 


commissioners, presumably General 
Carranza’s reply to the American de- 
mand that he approve or reject the 
protocol, had left New York for Wash- 
ington. When the secretary retired for 
the night, however, the messenger had 
not arrived and word had come mean- 
time that Mr. Cabrera himself would 
reach the capital tomorrow morning 
to explain personally General Carran- 
za’s position. 

Although the United States had set 
last midnight as the time by which a 
reply from General Carranza would 
be expected, it was indicated tonight 
that if the protocol is approved the de- 
lay will be overlooked, since the chief 
purpose here has been to secure a 
satisfactory adjustment. If the proto- 
col is rejected Secretary Lane will pro- 
ceed with plans already under way to 
wind up the commission’s affairs and 
adjourn sine die. 

Just what the next step would be 
officials will not discuss. A rejection 
of the protocol, which provides for con- 
ditional withdrawal of General Persh- 
ing’s expedition, would be interpreted 
here as a reinforcement of General 
Carranza’s demand of last summer that 
the American troops be withdrawn. 

It is reiterated that there has been 
no change in the administration’s 
policy, which contemplates mainte- 
nance ofan efficient force at the border 
and does not purpose withdrawal of 
the Pershing expedition until“4t is ap- 
parent that the step will not endanger 
American territory. 

VILLA IS PLANNING 
ATTACK ON JUAREZ, 

El Paso, Texas, December 27.—Fran- 
cisco Villa’s forces are preparing to at~ 
tack Chihuahua City and Juarez simul- 
taneously in an effort to estublish rail- 
road traffic between the border and 
Torreon, it was said late today by a 
man known to be close to Villa. 

A Mexicam refugee who arrived here 
today from Torreon said Villa was pre- 
paring to move north with 5,000 men to 
attack Chihuahua City. He reported 
another force of 500 Villa followers to 
have been yesterday at the Calderon 
ranch, 65 miles southeast of Juarez. | 

Skirmisnhing betweéti thé vebels at 
Calderon and the de facto troops which 
left Juarez yesterday for Chihuahua 
City was reported here late today, but 
could not be confirmed in Juarez. The 
Villa forces southeast of Juarez are 


commanded by Colonel Manuel Ochoa 
and Colonel Mariano Tames, according 
to a deserter who arrived at the bor- 
der yesterday from the Calderon ranch. 
The Villa followers were said to have 
been sent north to take Juarez as soon 
as Villa started his attack on Chihua- 
hua City. 

It is not believed here that Villa has 
any direct tactical connection with the 
operations reported from the eastern 
military zone near San Luis Potosi, 
Tampico and Monterey, but General 
Carrera Torres and the Cedilla broth- 
ers are said to be operating in that 
section under the Villa banner. 

The occupation of San ‘Luis Potosi 
by the Villa forces Monday was reaf- 
firmed today by men known to be close 
to Villa, but was denied by Carranza 
Consul Sorfano Bravo, who said a mes- 
sage had been received today at Lare- 
do, Texas, from San Luis Potosi. 


ATTEMPT TO WIN 
WIFE AND CHILD 
ENDS IN FAILURE 


A dramatic effort to effect a recon- 
ciliation with his wife was made yes- 
terday in superior court, when W. L. 
Edwards instituted habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings for the recovery of his two- 
year-old child, not so much to gain 
possession of the youngster as to im- 
press upon Mrs. Edwards’ the hus- 
band’s determination to win back her

London Editors Advise 
Courteous Reply to Wilson 
and Then Urge That War 
Be Pushed Energetically.

“From the fact that Germany has 
not allowed the Christmas festival to 
pass without replying to President Wil- 
son’s note even our enemies must gain 
the conviction that we made the peace 
offer seriously. Should Mr. Wilson be, 
induced by our note to recommend to 
our enemies that they send represen- 
tatives to a neutral place for the pur- 
pose of peace negotiations we should 
still be far from abandoning ourselves

The Taegliche Rundschau, of Berlin, 
says: 

“Our government’s announcement of 
its desire to bring about an end of the 
conflict with our enemies in personal 
negotiations without the co-operation 
of neutrals is very satisfactory, because 
it gives us a guarantee that we will 
decline decisively the interference of 
non-participants in the fighting in the 
creation of peace.”

“If further neutral notes are couched 
in similar tone they certainly will find 
a sympathetic understanding among 
us.

Paris, December 27.—The newspapers 
today comment freely on Germany’s 
reply to President Wilson's note con- 
cerning peace. All of them affirm that 
it contains nothing not contained in 
the first communication of Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, the German _ §im- 
perial chancellor, except that it pro- 
poses a conference in some neutral 
capital. 

“Germany,” says The Temps, “in- 
vites her adversaries to a conference 
without*"making tothemany disclosure 
of what she proposes to say until their 
delegates surround the green cloth.” 

The Temps then attacks in detail 
what it terms the systematic mendacity 
of Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg respect- 
ing the origin of the war, and alleges 
that he changed the date of the note of 
Count von Berchtold, the Austrian for- 
eign minister, of which the chancellor 
spoke recently in the reichstag. The 
newspaper asserts that, while Count 
von Bernstorff says one thing in the 
United States, Dr. von Bethmann- 
Hollweg says another in Germany, and 
‘hopes that Washington will now be 
able to measure the sincerity of the 
German government’s declaration. 

“Germany desires peace, that is evi- 
dent,” continues The Temps, “but it 
will be a German peace which she will 
tear from her adversaries by a ruse, 
not having had the power to conquer it 
by forée. That is the significance of 
the maneuver which outlines itself 
more clearly every day.” 

La Liberte remarks that Germany re- 
ceived the American note December 22 
and that her reply had already left 
Berlin the 26th. 

“Never in the exchange of communi- 
cations with the government at Wash- 
ington,” says La Liberte, “has Wil- 
helmstrasse shown such celerity. In 
the period of the torpegoing of the 
Lusitania Germany allowed entire 
months to pass without communicating 
to Mr. Wilson explanations, embar- 
rassing and belated.

“At the same time she is creating a 
false impression about the strength of 
her army by utilizing her temporary 
success over the Rumanians, who lack 
experience in the conduct of modern 
warfare.” 

Arguing that the allies are entitled 
to choose a favorable hour for peace 
negotiations, just as Germany choose a 
favorable hour for declaring war, the 
order says: 

“This time has not

ensen: The Ninth army, in a five-day 
struggle, has pierced at several places 
strong Russian positions which con- 
sisted of several lines of barbed wire 
and which were tenaciously defended. 
Southwest of Rimnik-Sarat the Rus- 
sians have been completely defeated on 
a front of 17 kilometers in width. Also 
the Danube army has captured strong- 
ly fortified villages, and thus has 
broken into the enemy’s front and 
forced him to retreat into positions 
prepared further north. 

“The fighting was violent and the 
success is due to energetic leadership 
and the devotion of the troops. The 
losses to the enemy in casualties were 
very large. In addition he left in 
the hands of the Ninth army since De- 
cember 22 a total of 7,600 prisoners, 27 
machine guns and two mine throwers. 
The number of prisoners taken by the 
Danube army is more than 1,300. 

“In Dobrudja progress has been made 
with the attack against thg Matchin 
bridgehead. 

“Airships and (flying squadrons 
have been successfully active in the 
enemy’s rear against important rail- 
road and port establishments. 

The Teutonic allies fighting in Ru- 
mania have captured the important 
town of Rimnik-Sarat, on the railroad 
northeast of Buzeu, according to the 
official communication issued this 
evening. The communication says: 

“In Great Wallachia Rimnik-Sarat 
has been captured.” 


| FIGHTING FIERCE, 


RUSSIANS REPORT. 


Petrograd, December 27.—(Via Lon- 
don, British Admiralty Per Wireless 
Press)—The following statement on 
military operations was issued today 
by the war office: 

“Rumanian Front: Throughout the 
day the enemy made a number of fierce 
attacks along the whole of our front. 
In the region of the upper stream of 
the River Rimnik, north of Megura, 
he succeeded in pressing back slightly 
our cavalry detachments and infantry 
detachments of the Rumanians.” 

“On the Rimnik high road our de- 
tachments, after having repulsed a se- 
ries of attacks, were obliged to aban- 
don firskx line trenches, which were de- 
molished by artillery fire. 

“Enemy attacks in the remaining 
sectors were beaten back with great 
losses to him, and in the village of 
Valea-Seltzei, by our counter attack, 
we captured several machine guns. 

“The battle along the front continues. 

‘In Dobrudja there were operations 
by small detachments.” 


TEUTONS ATTACK, 
BUT ARE STOPPED 
BY RUSSIAN FIRE 


Petrograd, December 27.—(By_ Wire- 
less Press to London.)—The Russian 
war office today issued the following: 

“Western (Russian) Front: In the 
vicinity of the Beresina river, north- 
east of Vishneff, our scouts while mak- 
ing a reconnaissance succeeded in pene- 
trating into the enemy trenches and 
killed a number of Germans. 

“In the direction of Kovel about 

two or three companies of the enemy 
assumed the offensive near Little 
Porsk, but was repulsed by our fire 
with great loss. The enemy conducted 
an artillery fire upon our positions In 
the region of Dube, Penaiki, Tohepeli 
and Zvishen (near Brody). He took 
the offensive in the neighborhood of 
Dube and Penaiki, but was unsuccess- 
ful at both places and was arrested 
by our fire. 
‘Near the Bystritza river our artil- 
lery dispersed a company of enemy 
troops moving northeastward from the 
village of Kosmotch. 

“In the wooded Carpathians, on the 
Moldavian frontier, north of the Uzul 
river, our detachments dislodged the 
enemy from a field post and captured a 
machine gun. In the same region our 
riflemen, taking advantage of a fog, 
succeeded in capturing two trench mor- 
tars left by the enemy during Satur- 
day’s battle.” 

“Caucasus Front: On Monday night 
the Turks, about one battalion strong, 
assumed the offensive in the region of 
Petrakolai, but were repulsed by our 
fire. By our counter attack the Turks 
were driven into their entrenchments. 

‘In the region of Charafkhan, west 
of Mush, our detachments drove the 
Turks from their trenches and captured 
some prisoners. 

“In the vicinity of Lake Van our de- 
tachments, after having dislodged a 
Turkish patrol guard, developed an at-

“On Tuesday much successful work 
was done by our airmen in co-opera- 
tion with our artillery. In the course 
of a number of fights in the air a 
hostile machine was destroyed and five 
others were forced to land in a dam- 
aged condition. Three of our machines 
are missing.”

The city of Macon i's going to stop the 
Sale of pistols or, at least, put a pretty 
good stumbling block in the way of 
their sale. A license fee of $1,000 has 
been placed on all pistol dealers, being 
an increase of $950 over last year. 

The action follows the tragedy at 
Culloden last Saturday in which a ne- 
gro, while in a fight with a white 
man, whipped out a pistol and one of 
the bullets struck a little boy, knock- 
ing out both of his eyes.

HAS NOT BEEN FOUND 


Nantucket, Mass., December 27.—The 
steamer “Maryland, which reported 
Christmas night that she was sinking 
had not been found at a late hour to- 
night, according to a message received 
from the coast guard cutter Gresham. 
The message said that the Gresham 
was still engaged in a search for the 
vessel. It was believed that if any of 
the Maryland’s boats had succeeded in 
getting away from the steamer, they 
would have drifted westward 
path of trans-Axlantic steamers.

NOW FOR THE PLAN. 
Mayor-elect Candler’s speech at the Presi- 
dents’ club banquet Tuesday night, excellent 
as it was, was disappointing—not because of 
what it contained, but because of what it did 


not contain. 

Public interest was expectant that this 
important function, with the incoming mayor 
the guest of honor, would develop at least an 
intimation or a suggestion as to the general 
basis of operations—an outline of the gen- 
eral plans under which the new administra- 
tion, to be seated next Monday, hopes to ful- 
fill the good promises made the people of 
Atlanta and which promises the people of 
Atlanta expect to see fulfilled. 

While the mayor-elect, whose speech was 
the feature of the evening, made a warmly 
patriotic address, it dealt with a very acute 
situation only in generalities. It was not 
explicit; it was not what had been expected. 

Mr. Candler called upon all citizens of 
Atlanta to get together with him “to hold 
up my hands; to direct my brain; to swell 
my heart to noblest efforts toward accom- 
plishing the task” he has assumed. And 
everybody at the meeting figuratively pulled 
out his sword and pledged his fealty, his 
faith and his co-operation to the new mayor. 
They said by inference: “We’re with you, 
Mr. Mayor-elect, and will supporteyou to the 
limit.” 

And after that they left the hall without 
knowing the scope of their pledge. 

But they knew Asa Candler—and that 
was enough! 

It may be that the mayor-elect has wisely 
concluded that any definite announcement 
he has to make should be made in his first 
annual message to council; which would be 
entirely correct. 

But we have reached the stage in this 
city where the chart has got to be drawn. 

We simply cannot grow under existing 
conditions and under our present routine in- 
come. 

Under current resources, instead of being 
able to develop, the city can scarcely keep 
up and meet its current running expenses. 

If not by the issuance of bonds, then 
something else has got to be done to relieve 
the financial situation and provide the neces- 
sary revenue for development. 

Somebody has got to chart this unex- 
plored sea; somebody has got to draw the 
plans for the greater structure Atlanta must 
build. | 

Unless this shall be done, we shall still 
go on in haphazard fashion and to no good 
end. As well might a general hope to con- 
duct a successful campaign without a map 
as for the city of Atlanta to hope to achieve 
the desired ends without a definite, specific 


advance outlining of its purposes. Without 
this it must drift on like a ship at sea with- 
out a rudder, 

Everybody who knows Mr. Candler knows 
him to be a man who does not “go off at 
half-cock.” In his business life he is known 
as a man who first outlines his plans, then, 
with those plans before his eye, steers his 
course in conformity with them—and at- 
tains the desired results. 

If he makes a success of the city’s af- 
fairs such as he has made of his own, he 
must apply to the one the same systematic 
care and precision and forethought that he 
has applied to the other. Which undoubt- 
edly he will do. 

And the plan of operation of the new 
mayor will no doubt be revealed in full 
before the new coungjl next Monday! , 


PEACE IS NEARER. 


While no definite peace in Europe is yet 
in sight, and indications are that fighting, 
perhaps of the severest sort, will continue 
through the spring, there is every reason to 
believe the end of the European war is 
nearer now, much nearer, than appeared a 
few months ago. 
| No peace is possible without preliminary 


steps, sometimes of an extended and com- | 
plicated sort. The work that is being done 
now is of the necessary sort, whether peace 
comes in one year or five. The fact that 


this preliminary work is being done now | 


means that the way will have been paved 
when the time comes for an end to the 
fighting. It will hasten the harvest when 
the fruit is ripe. 

Doubtless there were those who were 
much shocked over the apparent attitude of 
England in response to the German sugges- 
tion of the consideration of peace, as well 
as toward the proposal of President Wilson 
that the contending nations should set forth 
their respective demands. 

But, speaking as the master diplomat for 
the Allied nations, England could, at this 
time, have made no other answer. Her 
manifest and only answer, dictated by the 
primary interests of all the Allies, was per- 
emptory refusal to consider Germany’s over- 
tures, and to declare for a continuation of 
the war until the objects which she has an- 
nounced as her ultimate aim have been at- 
tained. 

Nothing could have more certainly weak- 
ened the position of England and her asso- 
ciates than a ready and too precipitate ac- 
ceptance. of the German suggestion. But 
there stands out in all the public discussion 
of the situation the striking fact that Eng- 
land has not any time or anywhere inexor- 
ably closed the door to peace consideration. 

England is playing the game as she sees 
it. There is much of determination, as 
there is also much of bluff, in her position. 
She and her associates are stronger today 
because they have given an emphatic no 
to peace suggestions. 

Between the lines, however, there can 
always be read England’s open attitude and 
readiness, when she feels the proper time 
has come, and when the vantage position is 
more hers than it could possibly be under 
present conditions. 

Thus, while 1917 opens with no more 
definite prospects for peace in Europe than 
there were a year ago, it is apparent that 
the groundwork for peace restoration is 
being laid right now, and that as a result 
much valuable time will be saved when 
peace negotiations are finally opened. The 
paving of the road will make all the differ- 
ence in the world in the travel rate of the 
peace vehicle. 

Europe will doubtless witness some ter- 
rible campaigning the coming spring, per- 
haps as sanguinary as any of the last two 
years. Great momentum is not checked or 
halted in a moment. But with present able 
and well-directed effort we have every rea- 
son to indulge the hope and even the belief 
that the devastating conflict will not extend 
into another winter. 


AS ROME DOES. 


Rome is going to have a big celebration 
tonight, a holiday home-coming banquet for 
former Romans and a general get-together 
meeting of northwcst Georgians for’ the 
good of the country roundabout. Rome and 
her chamber of commerce, including the 
livest and most active business men of that 
city, has undertaken the work of organiz- 
ing and solidifying that section of the state 
upon a number of important public projects. 
It has aroused an interest and attracted 
attention far beyond the limits of the state. 
The Romans are conducting a campaign of 
civic enterprise and aggression the like of 
which has seldom been seen in Georgia. 

The banquet tonight is just one of the 
high spots in the Roman program—a sign 
post, as it were, calling attention to what 
the city and its leaders are quietly but 
determinedly doing. Situated as she is in 
the heart of one of the best mineral belts in 
the United States, Rome has opportunities 
and possibilities that few have dreamed of. 
Her own citizens are now awakening to 
them as never before, and they are doing 
what they can to bring them to the at- 
tention of the industrial world. 

They have brought to themselves al- 
ready many valuable manufacturing enter- 
prises, but there is still unlimited room for 
others. The most important work Rome has 
yet undertaken—important not only to 
Rome, but to Georgia and the entire coun- 
try—is that of securing the $11,000,000 gov- 
ernment armor plate plant soon to be 
erected at some interior point which can 
furnish the needed facilities. There is, per- 
haps, not a place in the United States which 
can come nearer satisfying the require- 
ments for this plant than Rome and its 
surrounding territory. It is a project in 
which the entire state should get back 
of Rome’s efforts and lend her every pos- 
sible assistance. 

At this dinner Dr. Stockton Axson, of 
Washington, D. C., brother-in-law of Presi- 
dent Wilson and a man of national repu- 
tation, will be the guest of honor and prin- 
cipal speaker. It will be an occasion of na- 
tional interest and importance. 

If there were more Georgia communities 
which would do as Romans do, not in Rome, 
but for themselves, they would build bet- 
ter and more rapidly than they now dream.

$25,000 Increase in City Revenues 


Predicted by the Tax Assessors 


1917 real estate values in Atlanta—on a 
basis of 60 cents to the dollar—amount to 
$137,419,148, according to statements issued 
Wednesday from the office of the city tax 
assessors. From this total must be deducted 
approximately $2,000,000 covering exempt 
church property, and the difference between 
assessments on railroad properties and the 
returns made by these corporations to the 
state comptroller, before the correct amount 
can be had upon which to figure the 11-4 
per cent which the city receives as its 
revenue. This means, say the officials, a gain 
of $25,000 in the revenue. The net amount of 
assessments for the year 1916 was $133,458,- 
840. 

The gain this year is practically the first 
gain since the year 1912, and, though it Is 


small, it indicates a substantial gain in city 
valuations, 

According to C, D. Meador, one of the 
city tax assessors, the figures are subject 


to a slight change, but they are said to be 
approximately correct. 

In taxation of public utilities, 
clared, a lower valuation is made than on 
any other property. Laws of the state de- 
mand that these corporations make returns 
to the state comptroller, who in turn, after 
exercising his privilege of accepting or re- 
jecting the amount turned in, informs the 
city assessors of the exact amount to be 


expected.

“The State Convention, Financing, Adver-

Georgia has the 
distinction of having held, last June, the 
largest state Sunday school convention with 
paid registration ever held up to that time 
anywhere in A’merica. This convention was 
held in Atlanta, with 2,106 registered dele- 
gates, and was said by the international 
officers to set a new pace in organized Sun- 
day school work.

Washington Economist 
Writes of the Relation of 
Bumper Crops and Prices 


Moldavia’s Line of Defense 
To Furnish a Last Stand 
For the Rumanian Army 


That the farmer receives less money for 


his bumper grain crops than he gets for his 
lean ones, although the handling of the one 
involves infinitely more labor than the gath- 
ering and marketing of the other, is the 
somewhat startling statement made by Wil- 
liam Joseph Showalter, a Washington econ- 
omist, in a paper brought to the attention 
of the house of representatives today by 
Representative Flood, of Virginia, in con- 
nection with the high cost of living issue. 
He shows how the farmers of the world 
received a billion dollars less for their 
bumper grain crop of 1912 than they got for 
the lean one of 1911, how those of the United 
States received $172,000,000 less for their 
bumper corn crop of 1912 than for their lean 
one of 1911, and how the wheat growers get 
$64,000,000 less for their bumper wheat crop 
of 1906 than they did for their lean one of 
1907. In his paper, Mr. Showalter says: 

“While congress is considering the high 
cost of living from the standpoint of the city 
consumer, it might also consider the high 
cost of universal bumper crops to the farm- 
ers who produce them. A study of the statis- 
tics of the department of agriculture will 
show that bumper crops, with all the extra 
labor they involve, bring the farmers shorter 
returns than the lean ones. 

“For instance, in 1911 the world had a 
lean year, so far as grain crops go. Leaving 
out rice, the total grain yield was 13,786,000,- 
000 bushels, enough to load a train five times 
around the earth at the equator. In 1912 
there was a bumper crop, the biggest yield 
of grain that Mother Harth in all her history 
ever produced. It reached the enormous total 
16,115,000,000 bushels, practically 10 
bushels for every man, woman and child 
upon the face of the globe; enough to load a 
string of cars reaching more than six times 
around the earth, 

Lean Crop Brings Good Price. 

“And yet, based on the farm prices per 
bushel prevailing in the United States on 
December 1, of the two vears, which is fair- 
ly representative of world prices, the farmer 
got more actual cash for his lean crop of 
1911 than he got for his fat one of 1912. The 
average per bushel price of the five great 
c-reals was approximately 73 cents in 1911, 
as compared with 55 cents in 1912. So, if you 
will take out your pencil and figure it up, 
you will find that the world’s farmers re- 
ceived approximately a billion and a quarter 
dollars less for the great bumper crop otf 
1912 than they got for the lean crop of 1911. 

“The same conditions obtained in 1996 and 
1907. Here the former year was one of those 
great fat ones when the granaries of the 
world were overflowing, and the latter a 
very lean one, Yet the farmers got nearly 
two billion dollars less for their bumper crop 
of 1906 than they received for their lean crop 
of 1907. 

“Taking our own country alone, we see 
that the same thing happens with the Amer- 
ican farmer in his fat and lean years. For 
instance, 1912 was a bumper year in corn 
production. For the first time in our history 
we reached and passed the three-billion- 
bushel mark—3,124,000,000 bushels was the 
crop. On the other hand, 1913 was the poor- 
est corn year the American farmer had en- 
countered in a decade, producing only 2,446,- 
0°0,000 bushels. And yet, the department of 
agriculture figures, reduced to comparative 
totals, show that the farm value of the lean 
cron Of 1913 was $172,000,000 greater than 
that of the big bumper crop of 1912. 

Great Crop of Wheat in 19046, 

“The same condition obtains in the case 
of wheat. The year 1306 was a bumper 
wheat year. For the first time in our history 
the seven-hundred-million-bushel mark was 
passed, showing a crop of 735,000,000. bushels, 
On the other hand, 1807 was a real, genuine 
lean wheat year, with a production of only 
634,000,000 bushels. And yet, although the 
1907 crop was a hundred million bushels 


With the retreat of the Rumanian armies 
from Wallachia it is probable that a stand 
will be made along a line reaching from 
Galatz, at the confluence of the Sereth river 
with the Danube, to Fokshani, at the foot of 
the Carpathian mountains. 

“This line is known as the Sereth River 
line,” says a bulletin issued here today by 
the National Geographic society, “and it is 
one of the most strongly fortified in eastern 
Europe. 

“At Galatz there are three lines of forti- 
fications. Midway between that city and 
Fokshani, just below the confluence of the 
Sereth and Berlad rivers, is the city of 
Namalosa, where there is another series of 
fortifications in two lines. The fortified 
works at Fokshani consist of three lines. 
This latter city is on the railroad extending 
from Bucharest by way of Polyeschi through 
the heart of Moldavia, and connecting with 
the line to Jassy, the present capital. All of 
the fortifications along the Galatz-Fokshanl 
line are in the nature of entrenched camps. 

Well Situated for Defense. 

“The Galatz-Fokshani line is forty-seven 
miles long. With one end resting on the 
broad reaches of the lower Danube and the 
other on the border of the Carpathians, it is 
well situated for defense. 

“Fokshahi is located in the heart of the 
grape region of lower Moldavia, and its 
wines are among the most famous of eastern 
Europe. It is a town which has suffered 
heavily from the vicissitudes of war in the 
past. In 1789 it was destroyed by the Rus- 
sians. Rebuilt again, the Turks burned it 
to the ground in 1822. It is located on the 
River Milkov, which formed the ancient 
frontier between the former principalities of 
Moldavia and Wallachia.” 

The society also gave out the following 
statement concerning Ployeschi and the oil 
production of Rumania: 

“Ployeschi is a city of 50,000, and isa rail- 
road center of much importance, being at 
the junction of the road which leads from 
Bucharest through Kronstadt to western 
Europe with the one which forms the main 
rail connection between Moldavia and the 
capital. 

Region of Heavy Rains and Snows. 

“This city is the capital of the department 
of Prahova, through which a river of the 
same name flows. The Prahova valley ig in 
a belt of unusually heavy precipitation, both 
of rain and snow, and it is this moist con- 
dition of the atmosphere that gives Ployes- 
chi its nam3. = 

“Not only as a raiJroad center is Ployeschi 
an important strategic place, but the region 
lying contiguous to it is rich in petroleum, 
salt and low-grade coal. How important 
petroleum supplies are to the central powers 
at this juncture may be gathered from re- 
ports reaching Washington that in Warsaw 
kerosene oil for lighting punposes retails for 
upward of a doilar a quart. The Rumanian 
oil wells produce avout thirteen million bar- 
rels of petroleum a year, which gives it 
fourth rank among tne nations of the earth 
in that respect, the United States, Russia and 
Mexico ranking first, second and third, re- 
spectively.” 
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sthaller than the bumper crop of 1906, its 
value to the farmer was $64,000,000 greater. 

“The same thing happened with the 
bumper crop of oats in 1906 as compared 
with the poor one of 1907, as well as in the 
case of the bumper crop of 1910 as compared 
with the lean one in 1911. It also happened 
in the case of the bumper barley crop of 
1906 and of 1912. 

“All the world understands, of course, 
the law of supply and demand, and knows 
that big crops mean lower per bushel prices. 
But to take both world-wide, all-crop 
Statistics, and to find that without exception 
the bumper crops bring less money in the 
aggregate to the farmer than the very lean 
one, is to disclose a condition in the econom- 
ics of food production that is at once sur- 
prisine and important.”

MEASURE BEING DRAFTED 
FOR UNIVERSAL SERVICE 


Argentina’s Military System 
Will Be Closely Followed 
by United States. 


Washington, December 27.—Argen- 
tina’s miiitary system ig serving a 
model for the universal service bill 
now being drafted by a committee or 
the army general staff. Officers fa- 
miliar with staff opinion said today 
that while details had not been com- 
pleted, the measure would follow 
closely the Argentine scheme, and was 
designed to keep half a million men 
under training, with 2,500,000 trained 
reservists sulbject to call. 

It probably will be at least three 
weeks before the bill and accompany- 
ing estimates of costs are ready for 
Submission to the secretary of war. 
The chairman of the house military 
committee has asked to see it and it 
will be sent to the capitol for the com- 
mittee’s information, though there is 
no indication that it will go with any 
sort of indorsement from the admin- 
istration. Secretary Baker has not said 
whether he will approve or disapprove. 

The main feature of the staff bil 
will be its Pali for one year of 
intensive military instruction for all 
youths subject to its terms. It is ex- 
pected that ex ptions due to physical 
disqualifications and for other reasons, 
including possibly the conscription of 
certain men for work in industrial 
lants necessary in war time, would 
eave available for army training be- 
tween 450,000 and 500,000 of the 1,000,- 
000 boys who reach the age of 18 each 
year. 

In fixing upon a year as the minimum 
time for training, the general staff has 
followed the theory that the -United 
States seeks to provide only for an 
army of defense. It has been stated to 
the house committee by Major General 
Hugh L. Scott that although European 
nations give every soldier at least two 
ears of hard work before turning him 
nto the reserve, because of the geo- 
graphical position of this country, a 
year will suffice here. The argument 
advanced to support this view was that 
there would be sufficient time to give 
finishing touches to the military edu- 
cation of reservists after war had 
broken out and before invading expedi- 
tions could be landed in force. 

In a broad way the outline of the 
general staff continental army plan of 
last year would be followed in dis-

CAPRI ESTIMATES 
CAUSE WHEAT JUMP 


Sales for Abroad 2,000,000 
Bushels in 24 Hours--Clos- 
ing Prices, Though Unset- 
tled, Were 3 to 67-8 Cents 
Higher. 


Chicago, December 27.—Estimates 
that export sales in the last twenty- 
four hours had reached an aggregate 
of 2,000,000 bushels, or more, brought 
about sharp advances today in the 
wheat market here. Closing prices, al- 
though unsettled, were 3 to 67-8c net 
higher, with May at $1.73 1+8 to 
$1.7338-8 and July at $1.411-2 to 
$1.415-8. Corn showed a net gain of 
1-2 to 15-8c, and oats of 1-2 to 6-8@ 
' 3-4c. In provisions the outcome varied 
from lic decline to a rise of 6c. 

[It was apparent almost from the out- 
set that a majority of wheat traders 
had definitely turned, for at least the 
time being, to considerations other 
Announce- 
ment that Great Britain had summoned 
the premiers of her outlying dominions 
to a council to discuss possible terms 
on which the war might be ended led 
to a moderate and brief early setback 
in values. Throughout the rest of the 
day the market was almost uniformly 
on the upgrade, with attention devoted 
more and more to indications of a sur- 
prising development of the European 
demand. Word that foreigners had 
taken as much as 1,000,000 bushels yes- 
terday for ocean shipment from this 
side of the Atlantic was followed by 
statements that today’s business ap- 
peared to be on an even greater scale. 

Falling off in the world’s available 
supply total had considerable effect in 
spreading bullish sentiment. The de- 
crease formed a_ asatriking difference 
from the immense enlargements last 
week and a vear ago. It was pointed 
out that world stocks now are onl) 
about 11,000,000 bushels in excess of 
last year’s supply. 

Corn rallied with wheat. There was 
free buying on the part of houses with 
seaboard connections.

of New York. It has been reliably 
stated that the Morgan company acted 
as agent for the Southern railway in 
this transaction and that the price 
paid for the New Orleans and North- 
eastern road was $12,500,000. 


Atlanta will profit @y this deal as 
two of the routes will pass through 
this city. The present route over the 
A. & W. P. and the proposed Washing- 
ton-Atlanta-Meridian route will branch 
off from the main line here. This will 
give Atlanta another direct freight 
outlet to the Gulf of Mexico. The 
great terminal. facilities the Southern 
already has in New Orleans, augmented 
by docks owned by the New Orleans 
and Northeastern road, which they 


would acquire by this trade, will give 


this road additional facilities for han- | 


dling export freight for Aslanta and 
other cities on the Southern. 

The New Orleans 
touches the Southern railway at Merid- 
ian, Miss. This will give the Southern 
a route from Washington via Atlanta, 
Birmingham, Meridian on to New Or- 
leans. 

It is stated the establishing of this 
new route to the gulf will in nowise 
interfere with the present working 
agreement of the Southern and the 
West Point route and Louisville and 
Nashville rallroad whereby the 
Southern has used these connec- 
tions for its New Orleans train. This 
will mean only the addition of another 
route to New Orleans. This will make 
three routes from Washington to New 
Orleans, as the Southern also has con- 
nections from Washington through 
Virginia, Tennessee and Mississippi on 
to New Orleans. 

The reported purchase of the New 
Orleans and Northeastern will proba- 
bly result in the douwble-tracking of 
the Southern between Atlanta and 
Birmingham and Atlanta and Macon. 

Following the report of the pur- 
chase by the Morgan company it was 
semi-officilally announced that T. F. 
Steele, vice president and traffic man- 
ager of the purchased road, will be- 
come an Official of the Southern rail- 
way.

It is expected that in the near fu> 
ture the state supreme court will hand 
down a decision in the case involving 
the selection of a state printer. In a 
short time the annual reports of the 


'several statehouse departments will be 


ready to go to the printer, and it is 
the hope of officials that the selection 
of a permanent state printer can be 
accomplished in time to handle this 
work. In the meanwhile contracts for 
printing are being let on bids to a num- 
ber of printers.
